..nuaued from F -m >'»*•* » 
in Stark and other counties for the 
protection and propagation of quail 
and other birds. 
T h e hunters desire, 
it is understood, and will by personal 
letters appeal to representatives in 
the Ohio assem bly to grant, an open 
season for quail each year, which was 
the custom until two years aim. when 
the farmers succeeded in securing a 
period of protection, during which the 
claim 
that the birds have 
been sheltered nor fed, ami 
that hardships of this character and 
in-breeding have resulted in greatei 
diminution in num bers than « as the 
case when hunting in stated seasons 
was permitted. 
They now propose to undertake to 
feed, protect and propagate these and 
other game birds in return for an 
open season each year, and will care 
also for the distribution of new stock 
by the state from time to time. Some 
changes in game laws will also prob­ 
ably be advocated, such as the re ­ 
duction of the maximum daily hag 
permitted 
during 
hunting 
seasons, 
etc.

1 0 EDUCATE PEOPLE 


W hile 20 of the leading states of 
the country spent an average of 62 7 
cents per capita during 1912-11 tor 
higher education, Ohio spent only 27 5 
cents per capita for this purfio.se dur. 
ing the sam e year. 
These figure* 
were presented to the Ohio Leglgl«. 
ture last W ednesday w ith a report 
compiled by the Ohio State Uolver. 
sity, Miami U niversity, Ohio Univer. 
sity, the Ohio norm al schools, located 
at Kent and Bowling Green, and the 
public school in terests of the state. 
With the report w ent a request for 
an appropriation of $6,000,000 to be 
used for educational purposes in Ohio. 
In order to free public edueatioa 
from the uncertainties of legislative 
changes, the com m ittee which com. 
piled this report suggests a perman­ 
ent educational fund. 
Two ways are 
offered to raise this fund, either * 
levy of eight-tenths of a mill as a 
part of the one per cent, tax levy, or 
the appropriation of a percentage of 
the total state revenues sufficient to 
produce $6,000.000. 
Complete agreem ent between tae 
State institutions of higher education 
is voiced in the report. 
Their policy 
is stated as follows: 
"All institutions agree that a strong 
graduate and research school should 
be developed at the Ohio State Uni­ 
versity. and th at graduate degrees 
he conferred only by that school. The 
College i* 
Arts, Philosophy and Sci­ 
ence at Ohio S tate Ohio and Miami 
vs ill accept students transferring from 
one to the other w ithout loss of cred­ 
it.
